Pirst let me give the back- 
ground of our present Anbu. 
lance Service, Twenty four 
(24) years ago, back in 1934, 
our then Chief of Police 
Harry A. Ainsworth in the 
fulfillment of his duties saw 
such a great need for an an- 
bulance that he asked for 
donations from the people of 
the town and then personnally 
bought an old Lincoln. This 
ambulance served the needs of 
the town until 1942. All du- 
ring this time the Chief pe- 
riodically had collection 
cans in the stores and bank 
| for the support of the ambu- 
lance. Whenever person 
called for the use of it, 
taxi or emergency, that per- 
son could donate for the ser- 
vice or as in a lot of cases 
could not afford to pay it 
was forgotten, 

The needs of growing pop- 
ulation demanded greater ser- 
vices so that in 1942 the 
people of the town voted to 
buy an ambulance and support 
it out of the tow funds.

The 
Fire Department answers all 
calls in the belief that they 
are all serious or actual 
the same applies to sick peo- 
ple. One life saved or one 
person helped is worth the 
minute amount on our tax 
rate 

‘Also as in the past a bith 
number of cases wuld not be 
paid for because the family 
OF person saved would not be 
able to afford to pay for the 
service. Also people over 65 
who must use a service of 
this type need every dollar 
for their necessities of life 
such as food, clothing etc 
The only difference in a 
charged taxi service would be 
the making out of a bill to 
the Welfare Dept. or sone 
other agency in the town 
which would be more costly 
because of needed additional 
billing between departments 
calling for more personnel 
and paper work. 

In conclusion, I ask that 
the dollar sign not be put on 
sick people either rich or 
poor, Let us as citizens con- 
tinue to be part of one of 
the most advanced communities 
in the country by rendering « 
service which fuiffils one of 
the basic purposes of govern- 
ment, namely, service to the 
people.
